ido not concede that the work beyond Glenn 
street is “‘folly,’’ and while on purely selfish 
grounds I might be content to let Mr. Adair go 
unanswered, since he restricts the charge of 
‘‘folly’’ to such of the work as has been done 
beyond me, yet asthe question is up I propose 
to pursue it, though I have no personal interest 
in that part ofthe work. What are the facts about 
the work done out at Mr. Ormand’s?

Persons pre 
a residing beyoad the city limits were thus 
unwillingly brought within the city corporation, 
I willillustrate their experience by giving that 
of Mr. Ormond. He was opposed to the exten- 
sion by which he was to be subjected to all the 
burdens of being within the city without corres- 
pene beaks, but against his will he was 

roughtin. For ten or twelve years he has been 
taxed on an assessment for about ten thousand 
dollars on the property where he lives, about 1% 
miles from the depot and has paid the taxes 
amounting to about $150 per annum 
and in the regate to uearly two thousand dol- 
lars, and had not as much as even the foot-prints 
ofa policeman to sh»w for it until this “folly” 
was committed. Not only has he paid these taxes 
on property which Mr, Adair says is “in the 
woods,”’ but he has given tae city all the ground 
it wanted for the extension of ashington street 
and for a street beyond his residence, across from 
McDonough to Pryor street neariy half a mile. 
There was no street south of Richardson street for 
one mile, whereby persons could cross, and he 
gave the street meet a public de- 
mand. He lived “in the "yoods”’ 
and paid his taxes ‘in the woods’’ for twelve 
years, and now Mr. Adair wants him kept “‘in 
the woods,’’. It was not “folly” to extend the 
city limits ‘‘into the woods,” and to collect taxes

gang’ opens streets ‘‘in the woods,”’ without ex- 
pense to the city, it is published as “folly.” | 
appeal to all who live in the suburbs, and whose 
experience is like Mr. Ormond’s, to know if they 
think it owe!
